County roads are built 18 feet wide, permitting 

only two cars to travel abreast er to pags. On 
either side of the paving is a shoulder, banked up 
to the pavement level, buf seldom solid enough 
to drive on. These shoulders are almest always 
four feet or more in width. We suggest that it is 
possible te pave these shoulders immediately, thus 
adding at least eight feet to the width of the road 
is ed much needed. 

Forty foot pavements are absolutely necessary, 
‘but it will take time to widen existing reads. The 
‘suggestion we offer should not be permitted to 
interfere with the 40 feot program, but it would 
give a more immediate relief. Mven after the 40 
fect program has been carried out, the method of 
paving the shoulders of the roadg could be applied 
te less important traffic routes.

source of the smoke supply, and until 
you tackle the proposition from this an- 
gle you will not get very far. 

The proper burntng of coal is an en- 
gineering problem of the first magnitude 
and you cannot efficiently burn our soft 
coals unless the furnaces in which the 
coal is burned are properly designed. 
Most of our soft coals can be burned 
efficiently and practically smokeleasly, 
but well established fundamental laws 
governing these things must be followed, 
And sad to relate they are not. 

About 90 per cent of the coal burning 
furnaces under steam boiler plants are 
spoiled in their making. [1 am referring 
now to coal burning furnaces outside of 
small residences and in these much hard 
coal or coke is used.] A very large part 
of our smoke difficulties can be jaid at 
the door of the architects. 
sion has taken unto itself the design of 
not only the building but of almost 
everything that goes inte it. And im the 
steam boiler installations and the very 
vital furnaces that go along with them 
they have most beautifully mussed up 
this part of their work. | 
Steam boiler pliant design and the ¢com- 
bustion of fuels are about as foreign to 
the science of architécture as surgery is 


much about one as they do the other. 
Yet the architect will undertake the de- 
sign of a bojler prant and prepare the 


burning furnace, though he knows about 
as much about these things as a 16 year 
old school boy. 

I hazard the statement that you have 
in Chicage hundreds of coal burning 
furnaces that the good Lord himgelf 
could not fire smokelesaly if He stayed 
on the job gontinuously.
